Ham- 
mers pounded. Fifty world of con- 
struction students designed and cre- 
ated built-to-scale ‘‘dream houses.” 
When their models were complet- 
ed, they constructed two barns in- 
side the shop, loaded them on wag- 
ons and delivered them to the pur- 
chasers, Mr. Harry J. Comer and Mr.

Woodworking students spent one 
semester working on what Mr. Jake 
Wohlman called “beautiful pro- 
jects.”
